-So I abolished the tax, and what 
do you think was the result? It just exactly 
doubled the voting population. Added 300,- 
000 names to the rolls. 

“My enemies opposed this measure on the 
ground that it would make 300,000 new votes 
for Huey Long. They. were right about that. 
It did. Why wouldn’t they vote for the man 
who enfranchised them?”’ 

As Huey talked, he paced restlessly up and 
down the green carpet of his private office.

Haunted by Debts. 

“T’'ve been a pore man—still am, for that 
matter—and I know that if there is one thing 
that haunts the pore man it is debt. I re- 
alized something had to be done about that, 
so I declared a debt moratorium, to extend 
two years from last November 17. I set up 
a debt moratorium commission. It’s really a 
pore man’s court. Here’s how it works: 

‘“‘A man can go before the commission and 
declare that he is unable to pay his debts. 
He is compelled to file a list of his creditors, 
and the amounts he owes them. The com- 
mission furnishes him with counsel, free of 
charge. The creditors are notified, and are 
entitled to appear and present evidence. If 
the commission decides that the man really 
can't pay, the moratorium is extended to him. 

“The big fellow, the fellow with experience 
and knowledge, he knows how to get out of 
paying his debts through bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings, but the pore, ignorant devil that 
never was in a courtroom and ain't got 
money enough to hire him a lawyer, that 
stuff is all Greek to him.

THE PINK SLIPS. 

Notwithstanding the apparent intention of House 
leaders to press for repeal of the publicity section 
of the 1934 income tax law, there is only a slim 
chance that repeal will be voted by Congress. The 
Senate. which originated the provision, stands in the 
way. The Senate voted for full publicity of income 
tax returns when the 1934 act was pending, and got 
the present limited publicity requirement as a com- 
promise. There has been nothing in. the Washington 
dispatches to indicate that the Senate has had a 
change of heart. We surmise, on the contrary, that 
the evidence which is now coming out in the Mellon 
tax case has stiffened the opposition to repeal. 

We all know what prompted the pink-slip law. It 
was the feeling in the country, reflected in Congress, 
that in many cases the possessors of great wealth 
were avoiding their just share of the tax burden. 
The country demanded that the loopholes in the law 
be closed. Publicity of returns, it was felt, would help 
to end such practices as those revealed by the Sen- 
ate in its Wall Street investigation. Mr. Wiggin of 
the Chase Bank helped to bring on tax publicity. 
And Mr. Mitchell of the National City. And Mr. Mor- 
gan and his partners, through the fact that they paid 
no income taxes in the United States during two de- 
| pression years, because of capital depreciation, 
though the firm had to pay under the tighter laws 
of England. 

There has grown up a strong protest against the 
pink-slip law. It is said that it will encourage crime, 
especially kidnaping, by making of the Government 
what the underworld calls a “finger man”; that it 
will open up a happy hunting ground to snoopers; 
that it. will aid the compilers of come-on lists; that 
it will subject many citizens not on the tax rolis to 
unwarranted suspicion of evasion; that the influx

Publicity | 
is the great weapon of the people against corruption. |

Yet in the very important matter of dis-

Jedediah Smith led the first body of Amer- 
icans overland to Spanish California, made 
the first crossing of the desert by the cen- 
tral route, and explored much of the vast 
triangular stretch of country which has 
Salt Lake as its eastern apex, the Columbia 
River, the Colorado River and the Pacific 
Ocean for its sides. 

In the records of exploration on the North 
American continent, Smith’s story is unsur- 
passed and hardly equaled as a tale of ad- 
venture alone, and its importance as a part 
of the grand story of American expansion 
is very great. Up until 16 years ago, there 
was some slight excuse for the apparent 
ignorance of the writers of school histories 
in this regard, although no very good ex- 
cuse. For even before 1919, when the Rog- 
ers journals were published by Harrison 
Clifford Dale in his “Ashley-Smith Explora- 
tions,” the truth about Smith’s achievement 
was well known to scholars in the field of 


the Elephant in its present enfeebled condition would 
find Huey a rather tough bit of provender.

The publication of Dale’s book was great 
good news for those genuinely interested in 
the history of our West. It seemed almost 
too good to be true that a considerable por- 
tion of the daily record of one of Smith's 
companions had been discovered. But if 
only Smith’s own journal could be found. 
how wonderful that would be! 

That, however, was not expected; for it 
was then taken for granted that the jour- 
nal kept by Smith on his travels had been 
destroyed by fire. Some believed it had 
been lost when a warehouse burned in St. 
Louis. Others said that Washington Irving 
had come into possession of the journal, 
intending to do for Smith what he had done 
for Capt. Bonneville, and that a fire in the 
Irving dwelling had destroyed the document. 

But here, a little more than a century 
after Smith's tragic death, a goodly portion 
of the journal turns up! Surely this is won- 
derful news!

Henry in 1822, of the party’s ascent of the 
Missouri to the mouth of the Musselshell 
River and of the winter spent there. At 
this point, the narrative ceases, and the re- 
mainder of the document is in diary form. 
Much of it, naturally, is duplicated in sub- 
Stance by the Rogers journals.

But Rogers did not accompany Smith on 
his journey across the central deserts from 
California to Salt Lake in June, 1827; and 
here for the first time is given to the werld 
the complete day-by-day account of that 
_truly astonishing adventure in Smith's own 
words! Heretofore, the only available rec- 
ord of that exploit has been Smith’s tanta- 
lizinzly brief account in a-letter written to 
William Clark, then Superintendent of In- 
dian Affairs, shortly after the conclusion 
of the terrible journey. 

In addition to the Smith journal, Mr. Sul- 
livan presents a hitherto unpublished map, 
dated 1839, which shows Smith’s trails and 
the names he gave to various rivers and 
mountains. There are also hitherto unpub- 
lished letters that supply minor details, and 
the journals of Alexander McLeod of the 
Hudson Bay Co. that throw new light upon 
the massacre of Smith’s party on the Ump- 
qua River.

He introduced the amendment after 
one of his clients in a criminal case 
had been forced to trial while he 
was busy in the Legislature. 

“IT believe the law is proper,” he 
said yesterday at Jefferson City, 


“but at the time I introduced the ' 


bill it did not occur to me that it 
would be abused, and that members 
of the Legislature might accept em- 
ployment for the sole purpose of ob- 
taining continuances of cases. The 
theory of the law, of course, is that 
the public service being performed 
by a member of the Legislature is 
paramount to the interests of indi- 
viduals, and that bona fide clients 
should not be made to suffer be- 
cause of this public service being 
performed by their attorneys.” 
Obviously when the law was 
first passed 40 years ago, it was 
intended to protect litigants hav- 
ing but one attorney who was com- 
pelled, in the interests of public 
service, to attend the Legislature. 
This, of course, was before law 
schools were beginning to elbow 
each other aside in an effort to 
grind out lawyers in mass produc- 
tion, and before lawyers in cities 


and even rural communities were 
aligning themselves into elaborate 
partnerships in which half a dozen 
attorneys might each have a part 
to play in one piece of litigation, 
all being familiar with the litiga- 
tion’s general aspects.

The Municipal Opera season will 
open on June 3 with Fritz Kreis- 
ler’s “Apple Blossoms,” to be fol- 
lowed by Jerome Kern’s “Sunny” 
and “Roberta.” 

In announcing the first three 
productions of the season, the Mu- 
nicipal Opera Association stated 
last night that contracts for nine 
others were being completed. 

“Apple Blossoms” was seen in St. 
Louis 15 years ago. Among its 
well known melodies are “Schoen- 
Marie” and “The Viennese Caprice.” 
Kreisler has played many of his 
own compositions in St. Louis, some 
of which were presented under the 
names of composers long dead.

The cover 
announces: “The Flying Trapeze, Comic Song and 
Chorus as sung with Immense Applause by Johnny 
Allen.” 

That the musical effort must have been extremely 
popular back in those days there 1s evidence quite 
independent of the testimony of the “ummense ap- 
plause.” A music catalogue issued in 1870 shows 
it on the lists of no fewer than 11 publishers. 
Nine used an arrangement credited to someone 
named Lee, one used an arrangement by George 
Leybourne. The St. Louis firm was the only one 
publishing Cardella's version. 

Just how many years ago people were first 
diverted with the tale of the trapeze acrobat’s 
reprehensible machinations seems to be a mys- 
tery.

He faced no complex- 
ities of civilization, before which the 
mind might retreat within itself. as a 
psychiatrist says his son's mind has 
retreated: but stark hardships lay 
thicker about him than the subtle.

Indians were more numerous than 
lawyers. 

When Independence, Mo., was the 
jumping-off place of the American 
frontier, Robert Campbell was a 
trapper in the Rocky Mountains. He 
belonged to a class of men of whom 
one, in the bald estimate quoted by 
his famous contemporary, Washington 
Irving, was ‘‘equal to three Cana- 
dians.”’ 

Irving goes on to specify: ‘‘He no- 
tices every landmark; can retrace his 
route through the most monotonous 
plains, or the most perplexed laby- 
rinths of the mountains; no danger 
nor difficulty can appall him, and he 
scorns to complain under any priva- 
‘tion.’ And Irving named Campbell 
particularly, with his partner, William 
Sublette, in a group ‘‘whose adven 
tures and exploits partake of the wild- 
est spirit of romance.” 

Campbell and Sublette, with about 
50 St. Louis men, gathered with hun- 
dreds of others in the spring of 1832 
at the trappers’ rendezvous, Pierre's 
Hole, a 30-mile valley in what is now 
Southeastern Wyoming. Busy about 
their tents on July 18, they were 
roused by a lone rider, galloping 
across the plain toward the encamp- 
ment, waving his cap and shouting, 
“Blackfeet! Blackfeet! A fight in 
the upper part of the valley! To arms! 
To arms!” 

Sublette and Campbell ‘prepared 
for action, Throwing off their coats, 
rolling up their sleeves and arming 
themselves with pistols and _ rifles, 
they mounted their horses and dashed 
forward among the first.

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Sven Hedin

IDNAPED by Mon- 
gols, captured by a 
rebel Mohammed- 
an army, fired at 
repeatedly by hos- 
tile tribesmen, 70- 
year-old Sven Hed- 
in has come out of 
Chinese Turkestan 
unscathed as usu- 
al and apparently still shining with a 
contagious, boyish enthusiasm. After 
a lifetime of bold scientific work Swe- 
den’s greatest modern explorer is still 
a vital force in the opening up of 
Asia’s remote, little-known interior. 
His latest excursion, which began 
early ih the winter of 1933, was made 
under the auspices of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment and was an attempt to re- 
habilitate and reunite with that nation 
a state which has lapsed into obscur- 
ity. 

The American who will probably 
get the first complete account of the 
tale is Sven Hedin’s friend, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. When the explorer start- 
ed off from Peiping he received a 
message from the President: ‘‘Come 
and tell me about the trip when you 
return.’ And he replied that he would 
consider it an honor to do so. Such 
incidents have been frequent in the 
life of this veteran, who is president 
of the Swedish Royal Academy of Sci- 
ences, a society limited to 18 mem- 
bers. The present King of Sweden, the 
ex-Kaiser, the late Czar Nicholas of 
Russia, the late King Oscar II of Nor- 
way and Sweden (who made him his 
Ambassador to the late Shah of Per- 
sia) are only a few of the rulers v-ho 
have befriended and honored him. He 
has been knighted in India and en- 
nobled in his own country. Honorary 
degrees and royal orders have fallen 
at his feet like bouquets at the debut 
of a charming prima donna. His writ- 
ings are many, and some have been 
translated into 12 languages. Often 
profusely illustrated with his own spir- 
ited sketches, his books sell well. But 
these laurels do not stick out. Sven 
Hedin still retains the simplicity which 
is at the bottom of his triumphs. 

The State of Sin-Kiang (‘‘New Ter- 
ritory’’), of which East or Chinese 
Turkestan forms the westernmost 
part, is bounded by Tibet on the south 
and Outer Mongolia on the north. 
Turkestan and India are separated 
from its western line by some of the 
world’s loftiest mountains. Central 
Chinese Turkestan, ringed with 
mountains, consists mainly of the im- 
mense, Takla-Maran Desert, but in the 
time of Marco Polo it was a prosper- 
ous country, a center of scholarship, 
the home of a unique Mohammedan 
civilization. Deserts have invaded the 
fertile agricultural] country since then; 
an enormous lake, Lop Nor, was dis- 
covered by Hedin to have changed its 
bed during 30 years; rivers disappear 
in the sand and move from place to 
place, doing the soil no benefit. More 
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than a million people live in Sin- 
Kiang, but large areas are uninhawit- 
ed, and the culture is now largely no- 
madic and very primitive. Urumchi, 
the capital, is only 1500 miles on a 
dead line west, and somewhat north, 
of Peiping, but Hedin’s expedition 
covered altogether a distance of 10,- 
000 miles. 

The Government’s plan to make 
Sin-Kiang accessible is backed by $50,- 
000,000. It involves building roads 
and railroads about 2000 miles long 
and. Hedin’s preliminary survey of the 
unmapped country was also intended 
to make clear what might be done to 
revive the fertility of the land, to 
bring political and economic solidarity 
and to rediscover the old ‘“‘Silk Route,’’ 
which was the longest caravan artery 
in the world when ancient Rome im- 
ported goods from China.

And Hedin’s purposes and scope have 
also changed. But the character of the 
country is still almost the same. There 
is always danger from thieving no- 
mads, wild animals and the terrible 
cold. Obviously these terrors have 
been exaggerated by rumor; Hedin 
has-been captured by nomad chiefs, 
attacked by wild yaks, bereft by freez- 
ing and starvation of his pack ani- 
mals—all this so many times that one 
must conclude that he is almost in- 
vulnerable. In reality his innumerable 
escapes have been more owing to his 
wisdom and diplomacy than to lack 
of real dangers. 

So, when reports came last sum- 
mer saying that the explorer had been 
captured east of Urumchi by General 
Ma Chung Ying, there were many who 
recognized that Hedin had merely met 
up with an old friend who doubtless 
intended him no serious harm. Short- 
ly afterwards Hedin sent a wire from 
UCrumchi saying that he wouldn't need 
a shipment of gasoline he had ordered 
because he was able to buy some in 
Sin-Kiang; he didn't even mention the 
kidnaping. And at the same time re- 
ports came from Russia saying that 
General Ma had crossed into Soviet 
territory and was captured and im- 
prisoned there after being defeated by 
Chinese . provincial troops. Presum- 
ably the rebel leader had detained 
Hedin’s party for a short time and 
treated them in the usual, friendly 
fashion; Hedin is used to such unwel- 
come interruptions, for he has been 
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frequently stopped in the same way 
and has always been able to extricate 
himself and leave his captor a loyal 
friend. 

At any rate this modern Marco Polo 
recently got back to Lanchow, about 
halfway to Peiping, and reported that 
he had completed ‘‘the most adventur- 
ous and sensational trip’’ of his entire 
life. Hedin says that he ha® explored 
hitherto unknown regions, that he has 
discovered ruins of ancient, deserted 
cities, that he has been captured by a 
Mongolian band. He had made impor- 
tant additions to knowledge of the Ta- 
rim River and the aforementioned Lop 
Nor, the wandering lake. 


URING the very month that 
[scan was reported captured, 

the American edition of his lat- 
est book, “‘A Cofiquest of Tibet,’’ was 
published. In it are revived the vivid 
and colorful adventures that went into 
his various journeys to the land just 
south of Sin-Kiang and north of the 
towering Himalayas. 

The son of Stockholm’s Chief Archi- 
tect, Sven Hedin had found out his 
own vocation by the time he was 12. 
At 20 he began his wandering in Asia 
and at 31, with excellent equipment 
in knowledge and past Asiatic experi- 
ence, he decamped for Tibet. On his 
third journey he had crossed Takla- 
Makan Desert, lost his entire caravan 
and two men, found two buried cities 
and begun to study Lop-Nor. His lat- 
est book tells the Tibetan part of the 
story from then on. It is one of the 
most fascinating sections of his long 
adventures. 

In August, 1896 he started his car- 
avan of horses, asses, pedestrians, 
camels and sheep into the unknown, 
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himself riding in the rcar—drawing, 
ecllecting, mapping and working on 
neteorology. One of the first passes 
around was as high as Mont Blanc. 
The cold was intense. They were 
robbed. They found 23 unmapped 
lakes, became intimate with the mys- 
terious wild life. Months out of 
their desert base, they began to meet 
Mongolian nomads and Hedin sat 
down to learn their language. By the 
time they were well into Kuku-Nor 
Province, only seven of his 56 animals 
were alive. When new ones had been 
bought, Hedin decided to go to Lhasa, 
the city which no European had seen 
since 1846. He ‘“‘felt like a Tamerlane 
on an expedition to conquer new em- 
pires,’’ he remarks, but adds later: ‘“‘It 
was a march of death for the greater 
number of my animals and for two 
men, one of whom is an unforgettable 
figure in my life.’’ 

The latier was Aldat, a wildly ro- 
mantic and solitary Afghan yak-hunt- 
er of the wastelands, who agreed to 
lead the expedition into northern 
Tibet. When the mountains had been 
crossed with his assistance, the nomad 
was dead. And when they had teft 
him ‘‘in that dreadful loneliness’’ and 
gone much farther, they met a troop 
of horsemen, one of whom was Aldat’s 
brother. The stranger, it is related, 
had dreamed all! the circumstances of 
his brother’s death and told them to 
Hedin before he had heard the news 
verbally. 

After many months of ceaseless ex- 
ploratory wandering, Hedin assembled 
his forces at an oasis just north of the 
mountainous northern boundary of 
Tibet and prepared for a new on- 
slaught. His servants included four 
Cossacks whom the Czar of Russia had 
insisted on his taking with him. It 
was a caravan of many nationalities, 
but he depended on finding a Budd- 
histic Lama, who would help him en- 
ter Lhasa. Just before setting out he 
found such a man, the Shereb Lama, 
and persuaded him against every dic- 
tate of Buddhistic taboo to be his in- 
terpreter, guide and teacher. They be- 
came fast friends, but the poor Lama 
had a bad time reconciling his two 
conflicting loyalties. 

The ensuing hardships and difficul- 
ties were enormous, but Hedin pre- 
served a feeling of joy in mountains 
‘fas white as if spread with fresh oil- 
paint’’—-even when they caught him 
in hellish little canyons which filled 
periodically with unsuspected icy tor- 
rents that might have wiped out an 
army. “In this country men fled from 
us, but the ground held us fast.’’ Ice 
fields, storms of hail, valleys filled 
with a soup of slime and quicksand. 

The attempt to steal into Lhasa far 
away across the barren wastes to the 
south, dressed in grimy rags and dis- 
guised by daily applications of black 
soot, was, as Hedin says, ‘“‘boyish, un- 
necessary and foolhardy.” The entire 
nation was aroused by the discovery 
of a European. Spies, armed troops 
and messengers rushed over hundreds 
of miles of desert and mountain to 
apprehend the explorer. He was
